Wal- 
lace had attended the board of 
directors meeting and entered the 
plenary session just before the 
Argentines walked out.

Made by Benton — Wisconsin Sen- 
ator Refuses to Reply. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 9 (AP)—A 


Senate Rules subcommittee voted 
unanimously today to investigate 
charges madé by Senator Benton 
(Dem.), Connecticut, that Senator 
McCarthy (Rep.), Wisconsin, be 
ousted from Congress. 

Chairman Gillette (Dem.), Iowa, 
told reporters a subcommittee 
staff will investigate and has 


been instructed to report by 
Nov. 1. 

“When we get that senert, ” Gil- 
lette said, ‘‘we’ll decide where we 
go from there.” ” 

Benton has called for a full- 
scale Senate inquiry to determine 
whether there are grounds to ex- 
pel McCarthy from the Senate. 

Benton told the group Sept. 28 
he believes McCarthy should be 
eusted. He accused the Wisconsin 
lawmaker of committing perjury 
and fraud and said he had en- 
gaged in “calculated deceit” of 
the American people since his 
election to the Senate in 1946. 

Gillette said after today’s meet- 
ing that Benton had asked the 
subcommittee to broaden the 
oe of the proposed inquiry to 

er McCarthy’s activities prior 
to his election to the Senate. The 
group took no immediate action 
on the request. 

Gillette said the subcommittee 
has received a formal reply from 
McCarthy rejecting its invitation 


to take the witness stand for a 
reply to Benton. 

McCarthy told reporters earlier 
he was turning down the bid be- 
cause the subcommittee refused 
to grant his request for permis- 
sion to cross-examine Benton. 


“Senator McCarthy ‘as written 
us,” Gillette said, “that he does 
not regard the Benton resolution 
of sufficient importance to justi- 
fy his appearance.’ 

Gillette made public the text 
of the letter in which McCarthy 
declared that “the Benton type of 
material can be found in the 
Daily Worker almost any day of 
the week.” 

McCarthy said the same sort of 
material “will continue to flow 
from the mouths and pens of the 
camp-followers as long as I con- 
tinue my fight against Cémmu- 
nists in government.” 

“Frankly, Guy, I have not and 
do not intend to even read, much 
less answer, Benton’s smear at- 
tack,” McCarthy wrote.

JERUSALEM, Oct. 
The third Israeli cabinet since the 


foundation of the Jewish - state 
three years ago took office today 
following a close vote of confi- 
dence in the Hebrew Parliament.

Anti-Trust Suit 
Filed Against 
Pro Grid League 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 9 (UP) 
—The Justice Department today 
filed an anti-trust suit against the 
National Football League and 12 
member teams, charging they de- 
nied the public “the opportunity 
to see and hear professional foot- 
ball games” over television and 
radio. 

The suit was filed in the United 
States District Court for Eastern 
Pennsylvania by Assistant United 
States Attorney General H. Gra- 
ham Morison, who is in charge of 
the anti-trust division. 

The league and its member 
clubs have 20 days in which to 
answer the civil suit. 

_ The chief basis for the suit lies 
in the league’s constitution which 


restricts the telecasting or broad- 
casting of professional football 
games in any city in which such a 
game is being played without the 
consent of League Commissioner 
Bert Bell, the home club and the 
visiting club. 

Bell, informed of the suit, said 
that the league “has no discrimi- 
natory policy whatsoever and cere 
tainly no trust.” 

“All we do is protect our home 
territories on the day of a game,” 
he said. “Impersonally, I feel that 
our policies are more liberal than 
any other radio and television 
policy in sports.” 

The suit was the first action 
involving sports, and if the gov- 
ernment is successful, it was in- 
dicated, other suits would be filed 
against other fields of sports such 
as boxing, tennis, and college 
football, Morison said. 

“For the past five months,” 
Morrison said, “the division “has 
been making a _ thorough-going 
inquiry into all sports,-both pro- 
fessional and non-professional. 

“Citizens are entitled to have 
sports on television and radio 
free of restraint. The public 
should have a right to buy or not 
to buy what it wants. 

“This suit is designed to do 
away with restrictions the Na- 
tional Professional Football 
League have placed—a denial to 
the people of their right to see 
football games.”

Sugar Ray and 
Manager Before 


U.S. Grand Jury 


NEW YORK, Oct. 9 (UP)—Thé 
manager of Middleweight Cham- 
pion Ray Robinson defended the 
International Boxing Club as a 
“maker of champions” today as 
he appeared before the federal 
grand jury investigating charges 
of monopoly in the sport. 

George Gainford, Robinson’s 


manager, said the I.B.C. “helped . 


develop champions by giving 
them plenty of fights.” 

Gainford appeared with Robin- 
son in answer to a subpena to ap- 
pear before the grand jury. He 
said he has had a contract with 
I.B.C. since 1946, when Sugar Ray 
was a welterweight. 

He said he had never had any 
trouble with the I.B.C. on con- 
tracts. He said he got fights for 
Sugar Ray wherever he could, 
explaining that his contract 
called for two championship 
fights a year, but that I.B.C. 
never objected to the fights else- 
where. 

“Actually,” .Gainford said, “I 
do not consult with them, and 
they never objected.” 

He pointed out that his con- 
tract with 1.B.C. was not consid- 
ered legal by the New York State 
Boxing Commission because it 
was not on the accepted form. 

“Therefore,” he said, “before 
each fight where I.B.C. was the 
promoter, we signed a new con- 
tract on the accepted form, which 
of course made it legal to New 
York.” 

He said the contract with I.B.C. 
did not prevent him from making 
contracts with independent pro- 
moters in other states, and that 
I.B.C, never demanded a cut nor 
did it specify particular dates on 
which the champion was to ap- 
pear in defense of his title. 

‘Gainford added that whenever 
he made a contract out of New 
York State he always insisted on 
inserting a clause providing that 
if Robinson lost there was to be 
a return engagement with I.B.C. 
as promoter.

Gabrielson’s negotiations for 
the loan and his recent request 
for extension of the deadline for 
repayment have been under in- 
vestigation by a Senate commit- 
tee.

Symington disclosed that an 
RFC review committee had rec- 
ommended granting Gabrielson’s 
request for a delay in meeting a 
repayment obligation.

Board Rules School Hired Football

DENVER, Oct. 9 (UP)—The 
Colorado State Industrial Com- 
mission ruled yesterday that Den- 
ver University hired a youth to 
play football and that the univer- 
sity’s insurance company must 
pay him for an injury suffered in 
spring practice. 

Ernest A. Nemeth, former Den- 
ver guard, filed his claim with the 
industrial commission on the basis 
of a back injury suffered in prac- 
tice in 1950. He said that he had 
been given a part-time job at the 
school that hinged entirely on his 
ability to play varsity football. 

After he was injured, Nemeth 
said, the university stopped his 
pay. He said that he had received 
up to $50 a month, free training 
table meals and a free room.

The committee unanimously 
recommended two amendments to 
the basic Atomic Energy Act. 
They would permit the Atomic 
Energy Commission, with the ap- 
proval of the National Security 
Council and the President, to ex- 
change information on process- 
ing and producing fissionable ma- 
terials with nations which do not, 
threaten American security. 

Information on atomic weapons 
would be barred under a tight set 
of rules governing transfers of 
atomic information to foreign gov- 
ernments. 

Improved Weapons Hinted. 

The committee said failure to 
undertake the exchange of infor- 
mation program could leave us

of atomic weapons.

Tightwire Government 


The results of Sunday’s local elections in 
France warrant a cautious guess, but no more 
than a cautious guess, that the present govern- 
ment in Paris might survive the test of national 
electiong, if called on to do so at this time. 

Local candidates of the parties in the Pleven 


coalition polled 43.2 per. cent of all votes cast. . 


The Communists, however, got the biggest single 
party vote with 23.8 per cent. The Socialists 
got 17.2 per cent, and the DeGaullists got only 
13.4 per cent. 

But these figures are not very meaningful. 
They bear no direct relation to the number of 
seats won in the departmental councils. These 
districts are so gerrymandered that the Com- 
munists got only 36 seats while the Radical 
Socialists, with half as many votes, elected 223 
council members. 

Further, half the seats were left vacant since 
victory could be achieved on Sunday only by 
winning at least half the votes in a district. 
There will be more elections next Sunday. Then 
the contested seats will go to the candidate with 
the most votes, whether these be 50 per cent of 
the total or not. This may or may not change 
the picture. But either way, it will not have 

‘much effect on the national parliament. 


That body has been on a very shifting basis 
ever since the national elections of last June. It 
took a month of maneuvering and three parlia- 
mentary alliances before the Pleven Govern- 
ment won approval. The truce by which this 
was gained was broken almost at once. The Gaul- 
lists, who had been kept out of the Government, 
pressed for state aid to religious schools; and 
when this happened, the Catholic M.R.P., which 
had entered the regime with the anti-clerical 
Radicals and Socialists, found it necessary to 
vote for the parochial school aid program. 


Then, under pressure from the Communists, 
the Socialists introduced legislation providing 
for a sliding scale of wages. This was approved 
by still another coalition consisting of the Social- 
ists, the Communists, the Gaullists and most of 
the Catholic M.R.P. 

It is to be hoped that there is a wider base of 
support for the Pleven Government’s foreign 
policy than is indicated by these shifting allianc- 
es. But it might be too optimistic to see that sup- 
port in the 43 per cent of local ballots marked 
on Sunday for members of the official coalition 
parties—especially with more ballots to be 
marked next Sunday. 

More likely, the real lesson to be read in the 
latest French election returns is another warn- 
ing of French political instability. 
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It Takes Two to Make a Deal 


That was quite a swipe which the president of 
the National Association of Manufacturers took 
at the “mink coat-deep freeze” atmosphere 
around Washington. As the N.A.M.’s prexy, Wil- 
liam H. Ruffin of Durham, N.C., told St. Louis 
business men, the “revelations in connection 
with RFC loans,” etc., etc., “all add up to a sorry 


mess.” 


Our readers know of the Post-Dispatch’s part 
in these revelations and so are fully aware 
that we have at no time protected faithless 
officials and politicians in these scandals. Our 
readers know that we believe, along with Mr. 
Ruffin, that the public is entitled to a “higher 
level integrity.” 

But these sins are not the sins of politicians 
alone. Wherever there is a bribe taker there is 
a bribe giver. The influence gentry could not do 
business if there were not loan applicants and 
other seekers of favors ready and willing to 
pay behind the scenes. 

Yes, the N.A.M. president swung out wide 
and hard, but not wide or hard enough. He 
should have at least nicked these business men 
who do not take their turn with proposals to 
be decided on their merits but themselves create 
the “mink coat-deep freeze” atmosphere in the 
first place. Perhaps Mr. Ruffin, on reflection, 
would like to expand his talk for future occa- 
sions accordingly. 
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Mr. Columbo’s Fair Complaint 


State Representative Columbo of St. Louis 
says that the school administrators and teachers 
of Missouri “insulted” the House Appropriations 
committee when they were not officially at the 
hearing called to consider $17,000,000 additional 
funds for public schools. \ 

“Insult” is a strong word, since the State 
Teachers Association obviously did not intend 
deliberately to offend the Legislature. But just 
as obviously Representative Columbo has 
grounds for a complaint. If a hearing was called 
and the proper officials in the teachers groups 
notified, capable witnesses should have been on 
hand to present the case for the bill. 

If this was a slip-up let it be a warning for 
future scheduled hearings at the current session 
at Jefferson City. 
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Under the Same Roof 


C. E. Wilson, president of the giant General 
Motors Corp., has made three rather disturbing 
charges against the Government’s military de- 
fense production program. He says the current 
emergency is being met with measures that are 
“exorbitant in cost, disruptive of the civilian 
economy and may not be adequate at all.” 

To eliminate these objections, he urges that 
the Government embark on a plan of building 
“dual purpose” factories. These would be plants 
combining civilian and military production under 
the same roof so that production could be 
switched quickly from civilian to military out- 
put, or vice versa. 

Considering the source, Mr. Wilson’s charges 
and his proposal demand close examination. Con- 
gress should be quick to see for itself whether 
we are most effectively using our resources. For 
if Mr. Wilson is correct in his criticism, the 
country is bound to suffer. The ability to mo- 
bilize our industry rapidly and efficiently is es- 
sential to the safety and stability of the nation. 

As to Mr. Wilson’s proposal for “dual purpose” 
plants, this appears to be a field in which we 
shold have been experimenting for some time. 
For, as he says, “it is essential that we recognize 
that the time it takes to go to war is no longer 
the time it takes to train a soldier, byt rather 
the time it takes to produce his equipment and 
arms.” 
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Son Not Like Father 


Manilal Gandhi, son of India’s holy man, has 
been frustrated in his effort to tread in his 
father’s footsteps. 

As a Durban newspaper editor, the younger 
Gandhi is a leader of the Indians in South 
Africa against whom the Nazi-like Malan Govern- 
ment has discriminated almost as severely as it 
has against the African natives. So he decided 
to use his father’s weapon of civil disobedience 
against apartheid, the extreme segregation which 
is now the law in South Africa. 

He went several times to the Durban public 


library and other places strictly reserved for 
whites only. When accosted by attendants or the 
police, he declared that he was deliberately 
breaking the law. But he was not arrested. De- 
ciding that it would be shrewd not to dramatize 
the issue, the Malan Government met passive re- 
sistance with passive resistance. 

Yet this was a victory of sorts for Gandhi. He 
touched oft no mass movement of protest such 
as his father’s in India. But he has given the 
regime pause. He has shown how rigorous en- 
forcement of its racist laws could be met by 
moral resistance even though effective political 
protest and physical action are out of the ques- 
tion. ; 


Issues—or Personalities ? 

Senate hearings on the confirmation of Philip 
C. Jessup as delegate to the U.N. General As- 
sembly have ceased to be an inquiry into Mr. 
Jessup’s fitness for the position, and have be- 
come one more post-mortem on China policy. 
In the second phase they are scarcely less 
ridiculous than in the first. 

Under attack from Senator McCarthy, Mr. 
Jessup found himself obliged to produce an 
intellectual certificate of good conduct. Senator 
McCarthy said Mr. Jessup had been against 
American involvement in World War II at the 
time of the Stalin-Hitler pact, and hence was a 
Communist sympathizer. Mr. Jessup replied that 
he had indeed been an America Firster, but 
had continued to be one long after Russia was 
attacked, which proved, he said, that he was 
not a Communist sympathizer. 

Mr. Jessup’s reasoning was as good (or as 
bad) as Senator McCarthy’s, but is there no- 
body nowadays who will stand up and say that 
the ideas entertained by a person do not prove 
him a Communist sympathizer even if some 
Communist happens to express the same ideas? 
At one time or another the Communists have 
been on both sides of most major issues. To 
try to measure a man’s loyalty by whether he 
has followed the Communist “line” at a particu- 
lar period is like trying to use an elastic yard- 
stick. 

Former Gov. Harold E. Stassen has carried 
the ideological test one step further by suggest- 
ing that Mr. Jessup and Secretary of State Ache- 
son are suspected because they once favored 
ending military aid to Chiang Kai-shek and 
possibly recognizing Communist China as part 
of a broad Far Eastern settlement. 

The automatic response to this charge is a 
strenuous effort on the part of the accused to 
prove that they are as anti-Communist as any- 
body. But will no one stand up and say that 
even if the State Department did at one time 
favor ending military aid to Chiang, and even 
if it did ever consider recognition of Communist 
China, this does not prove that the policy was 
framed by Communist sympathizers? 

Gov. Stassen or anybody else should feel com- 
pletely at liberty to attack American policy in 
China, past, present or future, as well as the 
individuals responsible for it. But is it too much 
to ask that policies and issues be discussed on 
their merits? 

Cannot Americans differ in judgment and 
opinion without running the risk of being con- 
sidered disloyal? 

Are Americans to be afraid to think unless 
they think the “right” thoughts? 
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A Former Senator Should Know 

By voting to reject President Truman’s nomi- 
nees for two federal judgeships in Illinois, the 
Senate Judiciary committee makes it most un- 
likely that these appointees will ever take their 
seats. The prospect now is that the Senate will 
vote on the nominations and also reject them. 

But even if the names of Cornelius J. Har- 
rington and Joseph J. Drucker do not come up 
before Congress goes home, the probability 
of recess appointments now becomes remote. No 


appointee should take a seat on the federal . 


bench in the face of an adverse committee vote 
unless there were unusual circumstances in his 
favor—circumstances which do not exist in this 
instance. Certainly Messrs. Harrington and 
Drucker would invite embarrassment for them- 
selves if they did. 

The recent Iowa and Georgia cases proved 
how unwise it was for judicial appointees to 
take seats to which they had not been confirmed 
and for which there was strong opposition. 
The committee vote is a cue to President Tru- 
man to get together with Senator Douglas of 
Illinois. Since he demanded control of Missouri 
judgeships when he was Senator, why cannot 
Mr. Truman accord at least the courtesy of 
consultation to Senator Douglas? 

Here is another demonstration of how Harry 
Truman seems to go out of his way to make 
trouble for himself as President. Sometime we 
wish he would tell the country just what he 
thinks he gains by it. 
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Now for Better Service 

Public Service Co.’s maintenance has been 
judged the best in the nation for the sixth 
straight year, an award based among other 
things on dependability and general appearance 
of its busses. Having achieved all but perman- 
ent possession of that honor, perhaps the com- 
pany will now set out to speed up service. St. 
Louisans will certainly applaud any move that 
gets more of those dependable and good looking 
vehicles into frequent use. 
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Murder Is Not Routine 


The Chicago Sun-Times deserves warm com- 


- mendation for a conspicuous piece of public 


service which ought to make law enforcement a 
little more constientious in a city whose reputa- 
tion for lax law enforcement has gone around 
the world. 

Last August, Michael Moretti, a policeman 
assigned to the State’s Attorney’s office came 
before the grand jury to tell his version of how 
he shot and killed two young men after an all- 
night spree. The grand jury, after hearing only 
a routine presentatien of evidence by the State’s 
Attorney’s office where the policeman worked, 
voted no true bill. It looked as if a man who had 
shot two young men was to go free without even 
a trial. 

The Sun-Times refused to be satisfied with the 
grand jury’s disposition of the case. 
evidence and demanded that the case be re- 
opened with an independent prosecutor. It re- 
vealed how the policeman had got his job 
through political connections, how he had falsi- 
fied his Army record in obtaining the job, how 
he had been arrested during his career as a 
Chicago bully. 

As a result, a new grand jury has indicted the 
policeman for murder, and he will now face a 
jury trial. His guilt or innocence can only be 
established by the jyry. The Sun-Times has per- 
formed an important public service in seeing to 
it that the decision is made by a jury, and not 
by a lax prosecutor's office which was apparent- 
ly willing to regard killing as just routine, 
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Tinkering With the News 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Truman's security order arouses suspicion because of recent in- 
stances of news suppression for convenience or to save official 
embarrassment, says correspondent; Administration takes press 
agent's approach to news, turning it on or off to suit needs.

Several events of the last few weeks 
indicate why the press and radio have 
been slightly skeptical of President Tru- 
man’s recent order authorizing federal 
civilian agencies to withhold information 
from the public for security reasons. 


Among these events were the following: 


1. At the recent meeting of the North 
Atlantic Council in Ottawa, Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson not only opposed pub- 
lication of limited and officially edited 
summaries of the general debate on the 
world situation, as proposed by public 
relations officers of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization, but also opposed 
publication of the agenda of the meeting. 
Incidentally, the official agenda had al- 
ready been published when he opposed 
publication of it. 


2. The State Department’ placed a ‘“re- 
stricted” stamp on a catalogue of the 
names and hotel addresses of the dele- 
gates at the recent 
Japanese Peace 
Treaty Conference in 
San Francisco. “This 
prevented reporters 
from getting the list 
until other delega- 
tions, objecting to 
the ruling, made the 
list public. 

3. The White House 
recently blocked 
publication of a re- 
port by one of its 
own fop officials be- 
cause the report was 
critical of some as- 
pects of the Admin- 
istration’s rearmament effort, and pre- 
sumably because it coincided with the 
dismissal of Gen. Douglas MacArthur. 


4. The Treasury Department recently 
held back news of irregularities in the 
Internal Revenue Bureau in St. Louis until 
compelled to acknowledge the problem by 
disclosures on Capitol Hill. 

5. After many weeks of negotiation with 
the N.A.T.O. countries on sharing the cost 
of certain bases in Europe, an agreement 
was signed at Ottawa last month. Not

even the principles of this agreement or 
the percentages of the cost have been made 
public. 

6. State and Defense Departments re- 
peatedly denied reports of differences with 
Gen. MacArthur over the conduct of policy 
in the Far East though these eventually 
led to a dismissal for which the public was 
entirely unprepared. 

7. The Department of Defense sat on 
the recent disclosures of the death of two 
officers of the Office of Strategic Services 
in the famous Holohan case until forced 
to release the information by an article 
in True magazine. These are all run-of- 
the-mine cases. They do not compare with 
the Administration's secret deal to bring 
the Ukraine and Bvyelo-Russia into the 
United Nations. Nor do they raise security 
questions, as did the Kuriles-South Sakha- 
lin-China Railroad deal, which was de- 
signed to bring the Soviet Union into the 
war with Japan. 

Most of them were suppressions of con- 
venience, designed to ease the process of 
negotiation, as in the cost-of-bases deal, 
or to save the Administration embarrass- 
ment, as in Numbers 3, 4, 6 and 7 above. 


President Truman’s new order on han- 
dling security information was not intended 
to protect or encourage suppressions of 
convenience. On the contrary, it specifi- 
¢ally condemned such suppression. 

Nevertheless, the order created some 
apprehension in Washington because the 
Administration's approach to public in- 
formation is very much like a press agent’s 
approach. 

That is to say, the Administration's tend- 
ency is to turn the flow of information on 
or off in accordance with the tactic of the 
moment, flooding the wires with “news” 
when it wants to put something over, 
and closing down on information if dis- 
closure might prove embarrassing. 


In short, there is a widespread suspicion 
in Washington.that the Adminstration 
tinkers with the news over and above the 
requirements of security, and partly as a 
result of the rearmament program, partly 
in response to Congress’ emphasis on 
security regulations, is now more security- 
minded than anybody except the Russians. 


Returning to America 


Hans Simon in the Bulletin of the New School for Social Research, New York 


There are many ways in which one can 
return to America. The glorious entry 
through the Golden Gate is quite different 
from the tradition-laden passage past the 
Statue of Liberty. 


Crossing the borders from Canada is 


hardly noticeable, but what separates us 
from Mexico is more than geography indi- 
cates. The air traveller coming from Eu- 
rope, used though he be to the experience, 
still has a peculiar sensation. 

With the last impression of a confusing 
continent fresh in his mind, he crosses the 
Atlantic high above the monotonous clouds 
to be dropped through their layers right 
onto another world. 

The airfield is barren, the barracks are 
ugly, the day may be muggy, and yet there 
is a sense of homecoming for which no 
circumstances account. 

One comes down with an impression of 
uplift. One goes through bureaucratic rou- 
tine with a feeling of liberation, and 
smelling exhaust fumes one breathes light- 
ly as if taking oxygen. 

Despite innumerable attempts at descrip- 
tion and definition this phenomenon re- 
mains inexplicable. 

How does America, the whole, enter into 
all its parts? 

How does narrowness retain the fullness 
of the country, ugliness its beauty, and 
frustration its possibilities? 


As more and more Americans go abroad, 
on duty and on pleasure, by comparison 
they attain a new sense of being at home 
with themselves and with their people, 
with their country and its characteristics. 


They learn more about the world, but in 


the process they become more familiar 
with their own nation. 


The study of foreign countries and their 
relations to the United States increases 
continuously the knowledge of Americans 
about America. 

Nevertheless, it cannot be substituted 
for developing out of the emotions of pa- 
triotism a new sense of responsibility for 
our strength and a firmer certainty about 
its sources and supports. 


“Know thyself” is not the summons of 
the philosopher only, nor the exclusive 
recipe of the psychologist. It is an urgent 
call which the people must address to 
themselves and the leaders to their nation. 


As the returning traveller tries to as- 
sess America he realizes that he cannot 
fully buttress his feelings with facts. 


How much does he know about Ameri- 
ca’s past, about its present life in all its 
manifestations, and about its people in all 
their varieties?

BIRTH OF A WORLD. by Waide Frank. (Heughtcs 
Mifflin, 432 pgs., $5.) 
Simon Bolivar was a-“passionate, head- 

strong idealist. execrated when he died, 

revered ever since by a continent which 
has produced many strutting dictators but 
few authentically great men. The literature 
on this one figure is enormous—Mr. Frank 
cites a 237-page catalogue compiled in 

1942 with each page averaging 20 titles. To 

this groaning list must be added Mr. 

Frank’s own contribution. one of the most 

perceptive books yet written by a North 

American about Bolivar. 

“The Liberator” was a man who eluded 
analvsis, an amalgam of “the noble and 
the ignoble. an egoist and a man who 
could transcend his egoism, a martyr of 
devotion and a monster of pride.” He led 
what are now six countries to throw off 
the Spanish yoke. fought over 200 battles, 
and lived a fife that was compounded of 
glory and defeat. In his aim to free South 
America he succeeded only in “plowing 
the sea.” in his own bitter phrase. In his 
last years he knew how little of his vision 
he had realized. “I have brought nothing 
but independence,” he said. “The nations 
I have founded after long agonies will 
vanish to become states of the great Ameri- 
can Republic.” 

What did he mean by the “great Ameri- 
can Republic”? Certainly not what we now 
see south of the Rio Grande. Mr. Frank in 
his magisterial, superbly written biogra- 
phy sees Bolivar as a figure with meaning 
for both of the Americas: but this can be 
accepted only in the sense that Bolivar's 
hope of a great union of nations coincided 
with man’s distant dream of universal 
brotherhood. 

The author has done more in this book 
than merely traverse the well-worn facts of 
Bolivar’s life. He has penetrated the mind 
and motives of the perverse liberator and 
made of him a living leader against the 
turbulence of his times. It is fronical that 
the democratically elected President of 
Venezuela who invited Mr. Frank to write 
this biography of Venezuela's greatest son 
was himself overthrown by a military junta 
before the book could be completed.

The Grand Tourists 


THE GOLDEN AGE OF TRAVEL, edited by Helen Bar- 
ber Morrison, (Twayne Publishers, $5.) 

Here is a different kind of anthology. 
drawn from some four-score celebrated 
contributors. Mrs. Morrison's idea was a 
good one: to collect in one volume the 
travel writings of historical notabilities 
who had done what used to be known 
as the Grand Tour of Europe. 

In this portly volume they are assembled 
under the names of places, so that the 
modern tourist in London or Vienna may 
read what his predecessors said about 
those cities in the past. Thus Thomas 
Jefferson noted in 1786 that “the me- 
chanical arts in London are carried to a 
wonderful perfection.” Hector Berlioz was 
thrilled at standing in the same hall in 
Vienna where Beethoven once conducted, 
and Washington Irving wrote an amusing 
description of the reading room of the 
British Museum. “One of those seques- 
tered pools of obsolete literature to which 
modern authors repair, and draw buckets 
full of classic lore wherein to swell their 
own scanty rills of thought.” was the way 
he put it. But the book is full of such 
gems of humor, satire and color. 

Even if your anthology shelf is crowded, 
make room for this one.

STOCKHOLM, Oct. 9 (AP)— 
Russia is reported to have started 
another evacuation of vital indus- 
tries from the western 
the Soviet Union to safer areas 
beyond the Volga river. 

The Liberal newspaper Stock- 
holms-Tidningen said yesterday 
that by the end of last year Rus- 
sia had canceled nearly all indus- 
trial expansion projects near her 
western borders. 

“Many half-completed factories 
were left unfinished, while dis- 
mantling of others has started,” 
the paper said. “Trains heavily 
loaded with personnel and equip- 
ment are rolling eastward—main- 
ly to districts beyond the River 
Volga but rarely beyond the 
Urals.” 

The paper reported that, as a 
preparation for evacuation, all 
production had been stopped at 
a big automobile and _ tractor 
works constructed after the war 
five miles outside Minsk in White 
Russia. It quoted some sources 
as saying 50 per cent of a big 
chemical plant on the Neva river 
has already been transferred to 
near Kazan on the Volga. <

A young French captain, the 
commander of the Moroccan com- 
pany, observed, “The Communists 
don’t know yet that they are sur- 
rounded.

Seay, retired executive vice presi- 
dent of Ralston Purina Co., who 
died July 14, an inventory filed 
today in probate court at Clayton 
indicated. : 

The inventory placed a total 
value of only $144,136 on the 
estate, but listed 39,842 shares 
of Ralston Purina Co. common 
stock as of “undetermined market 
value.” At the time of Mr. Seay’s 
death, market value of this stock 
was $80 a share, which would fix 
the total value of the block at 
$3,187,360. 

In a letter accompanying the 
inventory, St. Louis Union Trust 
Co., co-executor of the estate, ad- 
vised the court of the market 
value of the stock as of the date 
of death, but expressed reluctance 
to use that figure because of the 
large number of shares involved. 

“In our opinion,’ trust com- 
pany officers:wrote, “the price of 
$80 a share is not a true criteric1 
of the value, in view of the num- 
ber of shares involved.” 

The court was asked to grant 
time for the executors to confer 
with state and federal authorities 
to determine how to fix the value 
of such a large block of stock, if 
the court decides the value should 
be shown in the inventory. 

The inventory listed other 
stocks having a market value of 
$3183. Also listed were: Bonds, 
$9086; life insurance, $3092; cash, 
$87,662; real estate, $25,577; 
household goods, $3821, and mis- 
cellaneous possessions, $11,715.

ANOTHER SUCCESSFUL radio show that has 
been transformed recently to television, for reasons 
which escape me, is “Boston Blackie,” a man whose 
occupation is even more puzzling than Casey’s.

‘If His Cap Be Made of Wool.’ 


UR correspondent who brings 
() up this old expression says 

her grandmother used to quote 
“If his cap be made of wool,” as 
she might have said, “If he has 
two legs,” or “If he has a nose 
in the: middle of his face”’—the 
connection being with a character- 
istic common to everybody. To 
illustrate, she cites, “He will 
learn by experience, if his cap be 
made of wool.” 

The phrase had apparently not 
altered in meaning in more than 
two centuries. For when John 
Ray, in 1670, published his collec- 
tion of “English Proverbs,” he de- 
fined this one as follows: “ ‘If his 
cap be made of woll’ was as much 
as to say, ‘As sure as the clothes 
on his back.’” Actually, however, 
this represents the old saying’s 
survival into a day when it no 
longer obtained, For long before 
Ray became an observer of con- 
temporary English speech, the 
wool cap had ceased to be a com- 
mon denominator; the rich were 
wearing silk and velvet. And this 
is pointed out in the picturesque 
style of the day by one of Ray’s 
contemporaries.

Peanut Butter Popular 
By Edith M. Barber 


HERE is one food that chil- 

dren never need to be urged 

to eat. They ever have to be 
told to eat thelr peanut butter 
sandwiches because it’s good for 
them. I never knew a child who 
didn’t like peanut butter and, as 
many mothers comment, “They 
never seem to tig of it.” 


In the days before the inven- 
tion of peanut butter, all children 
loved peanuts but the whole or 
halved nuts were not considered 
good for them, Perhaps because 
they did not grind them thor- 
oughly enough with their teeth, 
they were blamed for upset di- 
gestions. Possibly they should not 
have been given all of the blame 
because they usually were accom- 
panied by pink lemonade, popcorn 
and hot dogs at the circus or fair. 

A few clever mothers ground 
the nuts with the aid of the meat 
chopper, even before the butter 
was put on the market. When 
this occurred, it immediately re- 
ceived a royal welcome from the 
children, because they loved the 
flavor, and from the mothers, who 
realized that peanut butter was an 
easily digested nourishing food. 

Shortly, the peanut butter sand- 
wich became popular both with 
children and mothers, with the 
latter because it was so easy to 
prepare. 

Many older persons carry over 
a taste for this type of sand- 
wich. They like it mixed with 
savory foods such as bacon, chili 
sauce or pickles as a spread for 
canapes. It has other uses—as a 
flavoring for biscuits or muffins 
and for certain desserts. 


For nutritive qualities, few 
foods equal peanut butter, with a 
goodly amount of protein, min- 
erals and vitamins as well as fat 
that gives it a high energy value, 
and at the same: time, furnishes 
us satisfaction. 

Peanut Butter Brownies. 

One-fourth cup butter or mar- 
garine, one-fourth cup peanut 
butter, one cup sugar, two eggs, 
two l-ounce squares unsweetened 
chocolate, melted, one-half cup 
sifted flour, one-half teaspoon 
baking powder, one-eighth tea- 
spoon salt, one-half cup chopped 
nuts. 

Cream butter or margarine and 
peanut butter together. Add 
Sugar gradually and cream until 
fluffy. Beat in eggs, one at a 
time. Add melted chocolate and 
blend. Sift dry ingredients .to- 
gether, and add to chocolate mix- 
ture. Add chopped nuts and mix 
thoroughly. Grease and line an 
8-inch square pan with waxed 
paper and grease again. Spread 
mixture in pan and bake in mod- 
erate oven (350 degrees) for 
20 to 25 minutes or until top is 
firm when lightly pressed with 
the finger. Cool five minutes. Cut 
in squares or bars. If desired, 
frost with your favorite fudge 
frosting before cutting.

I do 
not know what he saw in the rest 
of Soviet Asia, but in Kolyma the 
NKVD carried off its job with 
flying colors. Wallace saw noth- 
ing at all af this frozen hell with 
its hundreds of thousands of the 
damned, 

The access roads to Magadan 
were lined with wooden watch 


towers. In honor of Wallace these: 


towers were razed in a single 
night. 

At the edge of the city there 
were several prison camps, among 
them the large women’s camp 
with its several thousand inmates. 
These prisoners worked in vas 
rious places throughout the city. 
Every prisoner who was there at 
the time owes Wallace a debt of 
gratitude. For it was owing to 
his visit that for the first and 
last time the prisoners had three 
successive holidays. On the day 
of his arrival, the day of his visit 
and the day of his departure, not 
a single prisoner was allowed to 
leave the camp. 

This was not enough. Although 
the route for Wallace and his 
suite was carefully prepared in 
advance, there was still the pos- 
sibility that my mischance the vis- 
itor would catch sight of the 
prisoners in the camp yard— 
Which would not have been an 
edifying spectacle. Therefore, on 
orders from above, movies were 
shown to the prisoners from 
morning till*night for three days. 
No prisoners went walking in the 
yard. 

To some extent the prisoners 
of Magadan did repay him, but 
probably Wallace did not know it. 
How could it occur to him that 
the actors whose performance he 
enjoyed one evening in the Gorky 
Theater of Magadan were mostly 
prisoners? He never met any of 
these actors, because immediately 
after the curtain fell they were 
loaded aboard a truck and re- 
turned to the camp. After all, it 
would have been embarrassing if 
one of the actors had happened 
to know English and had men- 
tioned to Wallace that he was one 
of hundreds of thousands of inno- 
cent prisoners serving a 10-year 
sentence in Kolyma. 

And how could Wallace know 
that the city of Magadan, which

had risen so swiftly out of the 
wilderness, had been built exclu- 
sively by prison labor; that women 
prisoners had carried the beams 
and bricks to the building sites? 

He probably did not realize that 
he had sowed confusion among 
the prettily dressed swineherd 
girls at the model farm on the 
twenty-third kilometer from Mag- 
adan by asking them a harmless 
question about the pigs. For these 
girls were not swineherds at all; 
they were a group of good-looking 
office girls who had been ordered 
to play a part especially for Wal- 
lace’s visit. They took the place 
of prisoners who actually did take 
care of the swine. However, the 
interpreter saved the situation 
and the visit went off smoothly. 

Wallace was also gratified to 
note the rich assortment of Rus- 
sian merchandise in the show 
windows of Magadan. He made a 
point of going into a store to ex- 
amine the Russian products and 
to buy some trivial item. 

The citizenry of Magadan were 
even more amazed than Wallace 
at the Russian goods that ap- 
peared overnight in the shop win- 
dows, because for the past two 
years all the—strictly rationed— 
goods which could be bought had 
been of American origin. But 
the NKVD had gone to the trou- 
ble of digging stuff up from the 
remotest stores and precious pri- 


vate hoards in order to Impress 
Wallace. A citizen ef Magadan 
with presence of mind slipped 
into the’ store at the same time 
as the important visitor and 
bought a food delicacy that had 
long since vanished from the 
channels of trade. Another want- 
ed to follow his example, but by 
that time Wallace had left, and 
this citizen was laconically in- 
formed that the articles were “not 
for sale.” 

Then Wallace went home and 
published his enthusiastic report 
on Soviet Asia. The watch tow- 
ers were put up again, the pris- 
oners sent out to work again, and 
in the empty shop windows were 
to be seen nothing but a few 
dusty and mournful boxes of

Vice President's Stay in Kolyma 


Gakayev, a Caucasian by birth, 
Was as feared as any Asiatic 
despot. With an unscrupulous- 
ness and brutality which has 
Scarcely been equaled even by 
the other slave drivers who rule 
in this area, he fulfilled and 
overfulfilled the plan for the ex- 
traction of gold. This won him 
a nice bonus of 50,000 rubles in 
a single year. 

Not only the prisoners were 
é€xposed to his fits of Caucasian 
Savagery; the free populace of his 
realm had constantly to expect 
some new chicanery, for he never 
tired of inventing some way to 
cheat them. The greater part of 
this population, of course, con- 
sisted of former prisoners who 
were employed partly in the gold 
mines, partly as white-collar 
workers and laborers of all sorts 
in Yagodnoye itself.

Even people 
who had medical certificates stat- 
ing that they were not to be em- 
ployed in such “voluntary” work, 
and even those who were indis- 
pensable in the city, such as doc- 
tors, were afraid to venture out 
on the streets. If anyone en- 
countered Gakayev on a Sunday 
he was out of luck. Gakayev 
would put up with no discussions; 
he would requisition the nearest 
car, order his victim into it, and 
half throw him in if he did not 
move fast enough. All the while 
he would rain juicy curses upon 
the man and threatén to bring 
him to trial as a saboteur. 

In Yagodnoye there was a vol- 
leyball court—volleyball being a 
favorite sport in the Soviet Union. 
It was seldom used, for the sum- 
mer in Kolyma is all too brief, but 
now and then a few young men 
would get together there for a 
game. After all, they had to do 
something else beside work, play 
cards, and drink. So they thought, 
at any rate, and after spending a 
Sunday at the gold mines they 
relaxed by playing ball in the 
milky light of the bright summer 
nights, when there is neither twi- 
light nor darkness. 

Gakayev did not think they 
ought to relax. He came by one 
evening, saw the young men at 
their game, and was so furious 
that for a. moment the usual 
curses froze on his lips. The next 
moment he made up for this omis- 
sion by roaring with redoubled 
volume; his bull neck swelled and 
flushed red with rage. So that 
was the way they had worked at 
the gold mine—so hard that they 
— energy to squander on volley- 

all! . 

Next day, on orders from Col. 
Gakayev, the volleyball court at 
Yagodnoye was blown up.
